Wew York’s Legislature Meets, Hears 
Gov. Flower’s Message and Adjourns 
for a Week-—The Ball Opened in the 
Two Dakotas—Close Figuring in Colo- 
rado-Executive Messages Fresented. 


The Legislatures of nearly every State in 
the Union begin their sessions this week or 
‘next, many of them opening the work of the 
year to-day. The most important business that 
confronts the lawmakers in twenty common- 
wenaiths is the election of United States Sena- 
tors. This work is made doubly important 


in some of the States where the 
political status of the Legislatures ts still 
unknown, depends political control of the 
next United States Senate. 

The Legisiatures which will this winter 
choose United States Senators are the follow- 


ing:

The present indications are that the Senate 
of the fFifty-thifd Congress will stand: 
Democrats, 44; Repubiicans, 89; Populists, 
6; giving the Democrats a majority over all 
Opposition of 1, counting the vote of the pre- 
siding officer, Vice-President Stevenson. 

The Democratic Assemblymen held their 
caucus in the Assembly Chamber last night 
and named WVilliam Sulzer for Speaker. 
There were no surprises and every member 
who expected anything got it. The caucus 
was peaceful. If it was weak in any respect 
it was in a lack of interest displayed by 
the Assembiymen. A surprising proportion 
of young meh appeared among the 
Democratic members of the Assembly at 
their caucus. The seventy-four Democratic 
members filled a good portion of the As- 
sembly chamber. A quarter of them were 
under 30 years of age and over half were un- 
der #@. Only five were bald, and not a dozen 
were gray-haired. It was anptable contrast 
to the Republican caucus, at which a ma- 
jority of the members were middle-aged and 
athird were gray. 


NEW YORK. 


AvBaAxY, N. Y., Jan. 38.—The Legtisiature 
was convened to-day at noon, Wm. Sulzer of 
New York being made Speaker of the House 
and Mr. Malbey of St. Lawrence County the 
Republican leader. Tle Governor’s message 
wasreadin both houses and aeprnenmagnt 


. Was had for one week. 

In his message thie Governor, referring to 
State Institutions, declares that he has vis- 
ited nearly, if not quite ail, the State inter- 
ests, and he holds that his recommendation 
of legislation must have the wejght due to 
the Juigment founded on personal observa- 
tion, Soclosean inguiry into State interests 
by a Governor is unusual. 

Touching the Bulfalo strike, the Governor 
announces the expenditure by the state to 
have been $192,647, and then adds: 

‘*Empiloyes have the right tostrike and 
peaceably persuade others to join them 
andino thelr earnest and lawful efforts to 
benefit their condition they may always feel 
_ sure that public sympathy is with them and 
against selfish corporations. 

‘*Butevery citizen and corporation, every 
employe and employer, Must observe and re- 
spect the autho ty of law and guvernment. 
Solongas they keep within the law, State 
government will leave them to settle their 
own disputes. But law wust be ob- 
served, persons and property must be pro- 
tected and the lawful use of property by its 
owners must not be interfered with, These 
arethe ends for which the state primarily 
exists. For the maintenance of these ends 
every dollar of the State’s money. the life 
and services ofevery member of the National 
Guard and the support of every law-abiding 
citizen are pledged. 

**It should be the aim of the law-making 
body to see that our laws confer equal priv!. 
leges. itis notrightthat powers should be 
granted to corporations to oppress either 
their employes or the people. Whatever can 
be ydone by legislation to guarantee 
equal rights to all should be done. But law 
will not accomplish everything. Corpora- 
tions will learn by costly experience that, 
even from the selfish point of view, it pays 
to be considerate of the welfare of 
their employes. NO men or _ corpora- 
tion can stop the march of civil- 
lization. Shorter hours of Jabor, better 
w andthe opportunity which these give 
for education and enjoyment are natural 
human aspirations. They should be treated 
assuchin a friendly, Christian spirit, not 
repelled with arrogant Mmanneror impattent 
COMSER ETRE? Honest recognition by cor- 
porati of just demands from employes 
will solvé many a labor difficulty and prevent 
many ano portunity for lawless strife and 
civil disorder.’’

e PENNSYLVADSIA. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., Jan. 8.—The State Legis- 
lature convened to-day. But little was done 
except to hear the Governor’s message. 


The Diennial messa of Gov. Pattison, 
sent to and read in both branches of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to-day, is practically a review 
ofthe operations of the State Government 
fortwo years past and touches upon some 
threescore subjects of public interest and of 
official concern. 

The Executive refers to the spirit of in- 
surrection at Homestead, where, he says 
**under the plea of correcting abuses, civil 
authority was suspended and the officers of 
the law were defied.’’ 

The total public debt of the State on,Dec, 1, 

892, was $8,394,462. 

The Governor points out the existing ine- 
quality of the operation of tax laws,by which 
of the $40,000,000 raised annually for all pur- 
poses for taxation, local estate or personal 
propersy pays only $10,000,000 and real estate 
30,000,000, though the real and personal prop- 
erty of the commonwealth are about equal In 
S.elr respective aggregate value. 

He repeats to the Legislature a former 
recommendation that a revenue law be 
framed by which the entire cost of the State 
soverninent should be paid by the tax upon 
corporations and collateral inheritance and 
the receipts from taxes upon other forms of 
personal property be returned to the several 
counties to relieve the real estate therein. 

The Governor repeats his well-known 
views upon the enforcement of the Constitu- 
tion against all corporations and pronounces 
the Reading Kallroad ‘‘combige’’ ‘‘an espe- 
clally flagrant fllastration of the manner in 
which the Constitution is defied.’’ 

Free school books and supplies are ap 
proved and legisiation to provide them rec- 
ommended. 

Renewed attention to quarantine matters 
is urged, in view ofthe threatened return of 
cholera. 

Considerable space is taken up with an ac- 
count of the labor troubles and the use of the 
National Guard at Morewood and Homestead. 
The experience atthe former place cust the 
State $35,350, and the Homestead $430,056. 

The Governor says with reference to the 
labor troubles at Homestead and the way the 
Sheriff dealt with them: ‘**There was really 
no effort made onthe civil authorities to sup- 
press the disorder. The entire community 
seemed to surrender to the disorderly 
element. At the beginning fifty de- 
termined men, moved by a love of 
order and a patriotic spirit, would have sup- 
pressed this whole disturbance. I therefore 
Suggest to the Lexzislature that the costs in- 
currei in suppressing the disturbances in 
which the civil authorities cull upon the 
military power of the commonwealth should 
be placed upon the county calling for troops. 
This may be an incentive to local author- 
ities to determined action in the beginning of 
a disturbance, rather than have their treas- 
ury mulctedin a large sum to defray the 
expenses. At least the State can make some 
such effort to prevent the often hasty and 
unwarranted call for the presence of 
troops.’”’ 

**In this connection legislation should be 
had looking tothe preventfon of the intro- 
duction of armed bodies of men without the 
consent of the authorities of the county ‘or 
State. TheState of Pennsylvania already has 
a State police in the coal and iron police.’’ 


REPUBLICANS SHUT OUT IN NEBRASKA. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Jan, 3.—The Democrats and 
Independents organized the Legislature to- 
day, shutting out Republicans. The Repub- 
lican opposition finally succeeded in forming 
a basis of fusion. 

Allday yesterday, and farintothe night, 
the various members of the three parties 
caucused and conferred over combines to 
orvanize the two houses. The strength of 
the parties is as follows; Senate—Repub- 
licans, 15; Democrats, 4; Independents, 14. 
House—Republicans, 48; Democrats, 11; In- 
dependents, 41. 

Last night County Clerk Vancamp of Knox 
County was captured.by.a messenger .fram 
the State Supreme Court and ordered to can- 
vass the returns of Knox and Boyd Counties. 
Vancamp had already issued a certificate of 
his election toKruz, the Populist candidate 
for the House, but had not canvassed the 
vpte of Boyd County. When he was ordered 

do so Vancamp fled and was only captured 
after a two-days’ chase. Late last night he 
completed the canvass of the votes and 
issued a second certificate of election to 
Chester Northern, the Republican. A mes- 
senger by the Republican managers is now 
hurrying to Lincoln with the certificate by 
Stage and train, but he cannot reach here 
before 6 o’clock to-night. 


ILLINOIS. 
SPRINGFIELD, lll., Jan. 3.—The hotels at the 
State Capital are crowded to-day with mem- 
bers of the Legislature and prominent 
politicians from all parts of the State, 
who are attracted here by the 
unusual event of the meeting of a 


Democratic General Assembly. The confitct 
for offices and honorsison with greater in- 
tensity than ever and some bad feeling is 
being engendered. This is particularly true in 
the Senate, where two Democratic facttons 
are strivingfor the supremacy which gives 
control of the organization of that 
body and dictates the committee chairman- 
ships as well as the presidency protempore 
and the, ‘minor offices of the Senate. The 
House and Senate caucusses of both political 
parties will be held to-night. The outlook 
this afternoon is that Senator A. J. O’Con- 
nor, for President pro tem. of the, Senate, 
will be defeated by either Coopinger or 
Higbee. ; 


COLORADO. 

DENVER, Colo., Jap. 8.—It now looks as if 
the Colorado Legislature will not be organ- 
ized without some difficulty. The Repub- 
licans have a@ small majority in the House, 


but the Populists and Democrats have been 
rustling, andcilaim that they will organize 
the body when itis calledto oraer Wednes- 
day. . They claim to have secured the pledges 
of two Republicans to help them. The great 
interest, however, will center in the organl- 
gation of the Senate, Of the 35 members 15 
are Republicans, i2 are Populists and 
S are Democrats, the Iatter hold- 
ing the balance of power, which in this, par- 
ticular case May mean something beyond 
mere obstruction. Thereare all sorts of ru- 
mors of combinations. One is that the Re- 
publicans, despairing of any accession of 
strength from the Populists, willact with the 
straight-out Democrats in organizing the up- 
per house, Some overtures to this effect, it 
is stated, have been made by Republican 
leaders, but as only a few of the Democratic 
Senators are In the city their inclinations are 
not known. From all appearances the prob- 
ability isthat there will be three separate 
caucuses to-morrow afternoon and evening 
and hot times in the dignified body from the 
time it meets Wednesday at noon. 


NORTH DAKOTA. 

Bismarck, N.D., Jan. 8.—The chief interest 
inthe session of the North Dakota Legisia- 
ture, which opens to-day, Centers in the con- 
test for a successor to United States Senator 
Casey. The Mepublicans have a clear ma‘ 
jority and the result hinges on the decision 
of the party caucus.

SOUTH DAKOTA. — 

Prrree, &. D., Jan. 3.—At the joint session 
Of the two houses of the State Legislature 
to-day Gov. Sheldon, after having been 
sworn in, delivered his inaugural address. 
The article was -brief, and after congratu- 
lating the people upon their prosperous con- 
dition, touched upon Sstate matters and 
calis the attention ofthe Legislature to the 


fact that no provision has yet been 
mave for the election of judges for 
various courts, whose terms of office expire 
next year. It suggests an appropriation for 
World’s Fair purposes sufficient to reimburse 
those who had advanced funds fora State 
exhibit and to perfect arrangements for 
completing the exhibit as undertaken by the 
present commissioners. He urgesthe early 
selection of all lands granted for educational 
purposes by the general government and 
suggests that Oongress be memortalized 
to make changes in the act opening 
the Sisseton Reservation to settlement that 
wili enable the State to secure a proportion 
of its indemnity lands from that reservation. 
It asks that changes inthe law be made so 
that railroad commissioners will be elected 
by the people andthatsome amendments in 
the present ballot system be made whereby 
-  % De more simple and easier under- 
stood. 


SHOT IN THE CHEEK. 


Winston Barret Wounded by Harry H. 
Morgan—A Suit for Divorce. 

The domestic troubles between Harry H,’ 

Morgan and his wife culminated yesterday in 

the shooting of Winston Barret by Morgan, 


at the corner of Theresa and Laclede avenues. | 


Both parties are well known in social circles 


and the causes which led uptothe tragic af- 
fair of yesterday afternoon have been pub- 
lished from time to time in the. Post-Drs- 
PATCH. Morgan and Barret married sisters, 
the daughters of Col, W. P. Edgerton of Kan- 
sas City. 

Mr. organ recently created a sensation in 
West End cirties by abducting his 3-year-old 
child, Gladys, from 3142 Locust street, where 
heand Mrs. Morgan boarded. The reason 
assigned was that Morgan Intended to apply 
for a divorce from his wife, as he had 
— ofthe fact that she was unfaithful to 

er marriage vows. After the child was taxen 
East to Mr. Morgan's relatives, he returned 
here and took up his abode at the Hotel 
Rozier. Mrs. Morgan then went to her 
sister,Mrs.Winston Barret, and subsequent- 
ly made a ‘short trip South with her 
father and mother, returning to the city 
about two weeksago. It is stated that she 
had engaged the firm of Dickson & Smith to 
bring a suit for divorce for her, but for 
some reason the sult failed to mate- 
rialize and Mrs. Morgan then engaged Mr. 
FE. A. B. Garesche as her attorney. She In- 
formined him that Harry, her husband, who 
had left the Hatel Rozier aud taken a room 
with a friend at Eighth and Chest- 
nut streets, was about to leave 
town and so last Saturday night about 
10:30 oO’clock Mr. Garesche had a 
warrant sworn out for Mr. Morgan’s 
for wife abandopgment, and 
same time gave Mr. Barret

and was released. The habeas corpus writ 
was made returnable yesterday afternoon at 
20’clock but a hearing was delayed by Judge 
Valliant until 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

There are two different statements of the 
facts which led up tothe shooting yesterday 


afternoon. Morgan states that he and Mr. W. 


A. Stedman were walking out Laclede avenue, 
and when they reached Grand avenue 
returned as far as Theresa and waited on the 
south west corner fora car going east. While 
they were waiting Mr. Barret, who lives at 
Laclede avenue, on the north 
side of the street, came out 
of his house, and walking over 
to where they stood, said, ‘‘Herelamif you 
are looking for me,’’ and with that struck 
Mr. Morgan on the nose. Morgan thereupon 
shot him, the ball passing through the left 
cheek and lodging in the back of the neck. 

Mr. Barret’s statement is that Morgan and 
hits friend passed up and down the street in 
front of the house three or four times, until 
Mr. Barret, who noticed them, said 
‘*‘They must be looking for me and 
think lam afraid to come out.’’ With that 
he put on his hat and opening the door 
walked overto the corner where they were 
standing. Here, Mrs. Barret claims, Winston 
simply raised his handand pointed towards 
the house,and with that shesaw Morgan 
pull the revolver and fire at him, 

Stedman, who was with Morgan, refuses to 
make any statement, sothe only question ts 
whether a blow was struck previous to the 
shooting. 

It had been rumored that Barret was look- 


ing for Morgan and was going ‘‘todo him | 


up’’ on sight. It is Known that Morgan 
heard of this—so whether the meeting yes- 
terday was accidental or intentional on Mor- 
gan’s part is not revealed. 

Morgan Was arrested immediately after the 
shooting as he was waiking up Theresa fve- 
nue, and Barret was carried over to his 
house, where medical ald was summoned. 

When he was seen this morning he could 
not speak but seemed quite strong and wrote 
that he was 
the reporter. Dr. 
ge pene him, says 
is of such a nature that nothing definite can 
be said of itat present. Uethinks if he re- 


mains quiet, however, and avoids a hemor- 


rhage he will pull through. 

A warrant was sworn out to-day against 
Morgen by Police Officer Finan, charging him 
with assault to kill. 

Another sensational feature in this case 
developed this afternoon by Mrs. Morgan 
fling a divorce suit. She claims that they 
were married in October, 1886, and separated 
in November last. Her allegations, which are 
numerous,j are mostly indignities, alleged 
to have been iafiicted by her husband. 
She claims that he was accustomed 
to stay out untilall hours of the night, that 
he threw-a cup of coffee over her, and be- 
came very anery and violent, at times ac- 
cusing her of being Intimate with other men. 
She mentions the death of twochidren and 
the abduction of the third, and in addition to 
a decree asks for the custody of the child. 

In the habeas corpus proceedings this after- 
noon Judge Valliant ordere the writ 


quashed, because by inadvertence. it was 


made returnabie on a legal holiday. Mr. 
Garesche said that he would immediately 
make application for another writ, which 
will probably be served this afternoon.

SECOND OFFICER MILLS SAYS NO LIVES

And the Rules of the Service Forbid His 
Vessel Taking Capt. McKay’s Ship in 
Tow—How the Signals of ihe Disabled 
Steamer Were Interpreted—The Broken 
Shaft and How It Was Mended 


New YorK, Jan. 3.—The Queenstown cor- 
respondent of a morning paper cabled ‘the 
following interview with Acting Second 
Officer Mills, of the Gallla,regarding the re- 
fusal of that vessel to aid the disabled Umbria 


in mid-ocean: 
How was it, Mr. Milis, that you did not 
stand by the Umbria as she requested?’’ 


asked the correspondent. 

‘*Gracious goodness, man!’’ he replied 
how could we? No mall steamship {s allowed 
to make such delay. We were carrying’a 
large mall and we could only delay where the 
saving of life was concerned. he Umbria 
did not want us to take any of her passengers 
off. she only wanted ug to stand by them.’’ 

‘*Why dia not you?’’ 

**We woulda be violating rules and regula- 
tions. Wedid net consider the lives of the 

ssengers of the Umbria indanger. She 

oated buoyantly, and the only thing we 
could do wastotake her intowtothe near- 
est point. That was Halifax. As we were 
then in. latitude 42 deg, 44 min., longitude 
57 deg. 24 min., such a course as this would 
necessitate great delay tothe large mail on 
board, which we couldmot submit to.’’

Seven-eighths of the entire circumference 


of the shaft shows a fracture. Two of the 
breaks are diagonal and the other horizontal, 
Four thrust bars were first removed by the 
chief’s orders. Most of the hoisting gear at 
hand was broken in accomplishing this work. 
Underneath the thrust bars on the shaft are 
projecting rings fourteen inches apart, The 
break happened to be between two of these 
rings, so that the.chief saw at once that if 
three of his spare 5%-inch bolts could be let 
into the rings flush with the tops and 
screwed up they would relieve the broken 
part of the shaft and in fact hold it securely 
enough to permit the workingof the engines.

THE BROKEN SHAFT. 


A Clear Explanation ofthe Break and 
How I: Was Mended. 


Special Correspondence PoOsT-DIspatenr, 

New York, Jan. 1.—How Chief Engineer 
Lawrence Tomlinson and ass!stants on board 
the Umbria spliced her shaft is little short of 
a miracle, considering the conditions, of 
weathor and the tools they had to work with. 

To intelligently explain tne methods em- 
ployed by these plucky engineers in an emer- 
gency which, as far as can be learned, has 
no precedent, a POST-DisrPatcn correspond- 
ent, through the courtesy of the second en- 
gineer, went down into the ship’s shaft- 
tunnel yesterday afternoon and saw the 
broken shaft and the repairs that have been 
made, 

For the benefit of those who are not familiar 
with the machinery Of an ocean steamer it 
may be weil to state thatthe Umbria’s shaft 


is composed of six pieces. The tail piece, to 


which the propeller is attached, is 87 feet 
Bolted 


two rings that now hold theshaft. This also 
was screwedup tautandit held very well. 
The breaking of one of the boits that held the 
rin gs ofthe shaft caused another vexatious 
delay. 

. The Umbria’s shaft was forged at Sheffield, 
K ... It is made of Vickar’s steel and 1 
26 inches In diameter. 

The Second Engineer stated that the thrust 
shaft is one of the things that is never sup- 
posed to break. 

**But,’’ he added, ‘‘we can’t live forever 
and neither will a shaft last f ver. The 
break is so well repaired that I think the ship 


‘can go home with it by careful watching. 


This is the first case on record that I know of 
where a steamer’s thrust shaft has been 
broken and repaired at sea.’’ 

Mr. Tomlinson naturally is proud of his 
achievement, but was not inclined to say 
much about it when the Post-DIsPATCH Cor- 
respondent talked to him yesterday. Hecon- 
tented himself with saying: 

**] had always believed it possible to repair 
a Drokenshaft, and felt sure that I only 
lacked the opportunity to demonstrate that 
possibility. All I wish tosay isthat I would 
like the newspapers tosay a kind word for 
my assistants. They are skillful, hard- 
working fellows, and the Cunard Line may be 
proud of having them in its employ.’’ 

Chief Engineer Lawrence Tomlinsonis a 
native of Liverpool, and has been in the ser- 
vice of the Cunard Line forforty years. He 
served an apprenticeship with the company 
and joined the sea-service in 1861. He was 
appointed chief engineer of the Aleppo, 
running to \editerranean ports, in 1875, and 
continued in the Mediterranean trade for ten 
years. In 1885 be was transferred to the 
Cephalonia, plying between Liverpool an 
Boston, and remained there antil Septembe 
ofthe present year, when he was trans- 
flerred tothe Umbria. Hetsa tall, muscular 
man of rather athletic figure, and has the air 


| of a thorough old sea dog.

W. Bourke Cockran Now Clearly the 
Favorite. - 


PRESIDENT-ELECT CLEVELAND'S WISHES 
SHOULD BE RESPECTED. 


Good ofthe Party Demands a Statesman 
for the Vacancy anithe Machine Must 
Give Way-Indiana Apportionment 
Again Before the Courts—Harris 
Nay -Get Two Electoral Votes in 
Illinois—Politics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 3,—The contest 
for the office of United States Senator from 
New York has becomea matter of national 
ingerest. Politiclans spent yesterday talk- 
ing about the trouble in New York over the 
United States Senatorship. Although 
originally only a famfy quarrel in the Em- 
pire State, it bas assumed national interest. 
in Washington it is rewarded as simplya 
question of whether the people or the *‘ma- 
chine’’ shallrule. The Cleveland men Insist 
that. now, if ever, is the time for the 
Cleveland wing of the party to show whether 
or not they are to shape the policy of the 
party. There could be no better time, they 
say, than the present for Mr. Cleveland to in- 
dicate his absolute independence from the 
political machine that assumes to control not 
only the State but national politics. The 
suggestion’ that Representative Bourke 
Cockran would be a good compromise 
Senator, that he would benefit himself 
and his State In the United States Senate, has 
met withthe unqualified approval of every 
public man who cares to talk. The only 
members of the New York delegation who 
spent New Year’sin Washington were John 
Dewitt Warner and Representative Bentley 
ofthe Twenty-third District; Mr. Greenleaf 
of Rochester, ana Mr. Rockwell ef Elmira. 
Neither Mr. Greenleaf nor Mr. Rockweil 
could be found. Mr. Bentley, however, ex- 
pressed himselfin vigorous language in op- 
position to the policy of the machine. 

‘*If the organization forces the election of 
Mr. Murphy against the protest oi Mr. Cleve- 
landand all the opposing elements inthe 
party,’’ said Mr. Bentley, ‘‘such action its 
likely to prove a severe strain upon the unity 
ofthe Democratic party in the state of New 
York. lregardM@r. Murphy .as worthy and 
an able man, Dut party interests are superior 
to the claim of any  =individual, and 
party principles should overshadow party 
patronage. Idonot know who participated 
inthe movement inaugurated in Utica the 
other day, looking to the presentation of the 
name of John D. Kernan, and I have no idea 
of what its effeet will be. Mr. Kernan is an 
able lawyer and a delightful gentleman, a 
son of ex-Senator Kernan,and he would make 
an honvorable and créditable Senator, and no 
one could be more pleased than I, personally, 
at his selection, Dutl com’t Delleve the or- 
ganization would compromise upon him. 

“My own judgment is that the best and 
only solution of the trouble would be the 
election of W. Bourke Cockran asacom- 
promise candidate. He ought to be accept- 
able tothe machine, and is said to be unob- 
jectionable to Mr. Cleveland. His great 
reputation and his splendid attainments 
clearly mark him as such a man as Mr. 
Cleveland described when he indicated the 
kind of a man New York’s Senator should be. 

‘*And right here let me say that Isee no 
sort of impropriety inthe statement by Mr. 
Cleveland of his personal views upon the 
question. His magply and straightforward 
way of saying just what he thinks, is one of 
the elements of his character which the peo- 
ple like. The Senator is to be chosen from 
his own State and the right to express a pref- 
erence, which every citizen has, should not 
be denied to Mr. Cleveland, more especially 
as it is but natural, and I think entirely 
proper, forthe President-elect to desire his 
own man in the Eopire State, to havea rep- 
resentative inthe Senate in entire personal 

and political sympathy with him, and one 

who, at the same time, has the commanding 
ability, the eloquence and the genius of such 
a man as Cochran.’’ 

John Dewitt Warner heartily approves the 
suggestion of Bourke Cockran asa compro- 
mise candidate. There is no doubt in his 
mindas toMr. Cockran’s fitness and as to 
his being entirely satisfactory to President- 
elect Cleveland. ‘‘A® between Mr. Murphy 
and Mr. Cockran,’’ said the representative, 
‘*there can beno questionas towho would 
best represent New York. The success of 
our party should and will depend 
on its accord with popular con- 
victions, and it is no disparagement to 
Mr. Murphy to say that the Democracy of 
New York considers Mr. Cockran better fitted 
forthe place. Each has been a strong par- 
tisan, and on the issue svhich has divided our 
Democracy they have stood together in op- 
position to a majority of the Democrats of 
the State, but there the parallelends. No 
one who ‘objects to Mr. Cochran will deny 
that his selection would be generally 
admitted to be a creditadle one. He

HILLSBORO, Ill., Jan. 3%.—Investigation 
having proven that two of the Llilinols Cleve- 
land electors, Hons. Andrew J. O’Connor and 
Davia W. Karraker, are ineligible to the 
positions, Hon. J. M. Page, Secretary of the 
State Democratic Central Committee, says: 
‘'There is no excuse for this, because the 
State Central Committee were cautioned 
aboutit. I wrote two letters to them regara- 
ing this question, and they answered that 
every elector had been investigated and was 


eligible. Tilden was defeated by one vote, 
an Cleveland might have been aiso.’’ 
Both Messrs. O’Connor and Karraker 
are holdoyer Senators from their re- 
spective districts, and in case the Republil- 
cans should insist. which, under the circum- 
stances, Mr. Page thinks there is little iike- 
lMhood of their coing—both would dis- 
qualified, and the two Republicans who 
received the peeatest number of votes would 
be declared elected. The Republicans are F. 
W. Menke and Wm, Garret. The voters 
decided that the vote of the State should go 
to Cleveland, and there is litte doubt but 
will get the entire twenty-four votes, yet the 
circumstance shows what might have been 
the result had the electoral vote been close.

WILLIAM WARNED. 


Germany’s Emperor Cautioned Against sa 
Too Ready Tongue 


BERLIN, Jan. 3.—The Emperor has an- 
nonnced his intention of paying another 
visit to Cowes this year, and intends to be 
there for the Royal Yacht Squadron’s re- 
gatth, which begins on Aug, 1, The Emperor 
will go over ina new yacht, which tis being 
built at Elbing and is now nearly finished. 
Emperor William is reported to have re- 
ceived acaution from the King of Saxony and 
the Grand Duke of Baden against any further 
public eulogies of his Brandenburgers. The 
partiality which his majesty evinced so 
ostentatiously for the inhabitants of this 
province, and his frequent extrava- 
gant panegyrics on their loyalty 
and bravery, have provoked;a feeling of 
angry resentment throughout all the other 
provinces of Prussia, and also in Saxony, 
Bavaria and other States of the Empire to 
whose assistance the Emperor’s grandfather 
was so much indebted in 1870. The speech 
seasonin Beriin is now beginning and in 
court and offictal circles it is earnestly hoped 
that the Emperor will be much more (dis- 
creet in his public utterances than he was 
last winter. 

The Allegemeine Zeitung, inspired Bismarck- 
ian, deprecates the plan to form a new polit- 
ical party with principles of opposition to 
the Emperor. 

At the suggestion of the Empress Frederick, 
the British, Roumanian and Prussian royal 
families will give to the Princess Marie of 
Edinburgh, as a wedding present, &2 morocco 
frame inclosing group pictures ofthe three 
households, Queen Victoria’s picture will be 
the center piece. More than 150. presents 
have already been received at the Cobourg 
Palace. Preparations for a brilliant celebra- 
tion of the marriage are in progress. 

The cold is severe and increasing through- 
out the continent. To-night the thermom- 
eter stands but ll degs. auove zero, Fahren- 
helt, inthis clty. Heavy snow is falling in 
the Hartz Mountains. Suspension of traffic 
is threatened on several railways. Allthe 
lakes in France, Germany and Austria are 
frozen and night fetes are being organized in 
most of the cities. In Vienna the snow 
fall has afforded occupation to thous- 
ands of the unemployed, who will 
be kept busy all night clearing the streets. 
A dispatch from Trieste saysthat the harbor 
presents an arctic scene. A whole familly 
was drowned near Gifhorn, while crossing 
the Aller on the ice.

PROSECUTIONS REACHING 
FICIAL LIFE. 

PARIS, Jan. 3.—The Fig: roto-day says that 
the next batch of persons selected by the 
Government for prosecution for complicity 
in the Panama affair includes four more 
members of the Chamber of Deputies 
andan ex-minister. It is also said, it is re- 
ported that M. Floquet, President of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, will withdraw from Parlia- 
ment in consequence of connection of his name 
with the scandal. A curious story comes from 
Boulogne of a French soldier captured in the 
war of 1870, repeatedly reimprisoned for at- 
tempting toescape. He was released but a 
few days avoand reached Boulogne yester- 
day to find his wife married againand the 
mother of several children by her second 
husband.

PANAMA NIGH OF- 


PASSENGERS FUMIGATED. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Jan. 3.—All passen- 
gers ticketed forthe United States how ar- 
riving here by English steamers haveto be 
fumigated at Halifax. Their goods are all 
placed in fumigating machines. The heat in 
one of these machines reached nearly 300 
deg. last Saturday, andthe goods anda fur 
coat belonging to one of the passengers were 
rendered valueless, while a valise, the prop- 
erty of the same passenger, was so shriveled 
that the owner would not take it with him,

EXPLORING THE ATMOSPHERE. 

Paris, Dec. 17.—M, Gustave Hermite an- 
nounces that he has for some time made use 
of an idea advanced by M.Capazza, the aero- 
naut. He constructed a set of small balloons, 
12 feet in dlameter, which he equipped witha 
tiny boat, in which a registering barom.- 
eter was placed. These balloons dre left 
to navigate the air at will. Ten of 
these launched by him came down a distance 
of sixty miles from where they had been 
started. A card of instructions leftin the 
boat advised those who found them where 
they descended to return the instruments to 
him. By this means he was enabled to as- 
certain that one of his balloons had reached 
a height of 26,200 feet. He is now epgaged 
upon constructing an aerostat which can 
reach an altitude of 60,000 to 90,000 feet. ~" 


A NEW PHONE, , 

LONDON, Dec. 31.—A new and important 
maritime invention Dyan Englishman will 
be useful for coast defense. It is an instru- 
ment called hydrophone, which Capt. Mac- 
Evoy, its inventor, has subjected to a numi- 
ber of thorough tests and submitted at last to 
the naval authorities, who in turn have also 


experimented with it for several weeks. ‘The 


instrument is dropped intothe waterat a 
proper distance fromthe shore, with which 
it is connected by means of an electric cable,

GARDNER WILSON’S BODY FOUND IN A RIVER, 


Boston, Mass., Jan, 3.—The body of a man 
was recovered from the river at Prison Point 
last Saturday night, and has been identified 
as that of Gardner Wilson of North Raymond, 
Me., by his brother Alfred, who has been 
here some days searching for him. Upon the 
body was found a railroad mileage book and 
an insurance policy for $5,000, but a gold 
watch was missing, which was of great value, 
known to have been carried by Wilson. It is be- 
lieved that Wilson was drugged,and whileina 
dazed condition he wandered to Charlestown 
on the tracks of the Boston & Maine Ratiroad 
and walked intothe water. Two Boston & 
Maine employes sawthe man go down the 
track late Friday night. He was hatless and 
ina terribly dazed condition, but as he bad 
considerable start over them they were un- 
able toreach him before he had walked off 
into the water.

PRESIDENT-ELECT CLEVELAND'S WISHES 
SHOULD BE RESPECTED. 


Good ofthe Party Demands a Statesman 
for the Vacancy anithe Machine Must 
Give Way-Iniiana Apportionment 
Again Before the Courts—Harris 
Nay Get Two Electoral Votes in 
Illinois— Politics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C,., Jan. 3—The contest 
for the office of United States Senator from 
New York has becomea matter of national 
ingerest. Politiclans spent yesterday talk- 
ing about the trouble in New York over the 
United States Senatorship. Although 
originally only a famfy quarrel in the Em 
pire State, it bas assumed national interest. 
In Washington it is regarded as simplya 
question of whether the people or the ‘‘ma- 
chine’’ shallrule. The Cleveland men insist 
that. now, if ever, is the time for the 
Cleveland wing of the party to show whether 
or not they are to shape the policy of the 
party. There could be no better time, they 
Say, than the present for Mr. Cleveland to in- 
dicate his absolute independence from the 
political machine that assumes to control not 
only the State but national politics. The 
Suggestion that Representative Bourke 
Cockran would be a good compromise 
Senator, that he would benefit himself 
and his State in the United States Senate, has 
met with the unqualified approval of every 
public man who cares to talk. The only 
members of the New York delegation who 
spent New Year’sin Washington were John 
Dewitt Warner and Representative Bentley 
ofthe Twenty-third District; Mr. Greenleaf 
of Rochester, ana Mr. Rockwell ef Elmira. 
Neither Mr. Greenleaf nor Mr. Rockweil 
could be found. Mr. Bentley, however, ex- 
pressed himselfin vigorous language in op- 
position to the policy of the machine. 

**If the organization forces the election of 
Mr. Murphy against the protest oi Mr. Cleve- 
landand all the opposing elements inthe 
party,’’ said Mr. Bentley, ‘‘such action Is 
likely to prove a severe strain upon the unity 
ofthe Democratic party in the state of New 
York. lregardMr.

The senator is to be chosen from 
his own State and the right to express a pref- 
erence, which every citizen has, should not 
be dented to Mr. Cleveland, more especially 
as it is but natural, and I think entirely 
proper, forthe President-elect to desire his 
own man in the Eoipire State, to havea rep- 
resentative inthe Senate in entire personal 
and political sympathy withhim, and one 
who, at the same time, has the commanding 
ability, the eloguence and the genius of such 
aman as Cochran.’’ 

John Dewitt Warner heartily approves the 
suggestion of Bourke Cockran as a compro- 
mise candidate. There is no doubt in his 
mindas toMr. Cockran’s fitness and as to 
his being entirely satisfactory to President- 
elect Cleveland. ‘‘A® between Mr. Murphy 
and Mr. Cockran,’’ said the representative, 
‘*there can beno questionas towho would 
best represent New York. The success of 
our party should and will depend 
on its accord with popular con- 
victions, and it is no disparagement to 
Mr. Murphy to say that the Democracy of 
New York considers Mr. Cockran better fitted 
forthe place.

WILLIAM WARNED. 


Germany’s Emperor Cautioned Against a 
Too Ready Tongue 


BERLIN, Jan. 8.~The Emperor has an- 
nonnced his intention of paying another 
visit to Cowes this year, and intends to be 
there for the Royal Yacht Squadron’s re- 
gatta, which begins on Aug, 1. The Emperor 
will go over ina new yacht, which is being 
built at Elbing and is now nearly finished. 
Emperor William is reported to have re- 
ceived acaution from the King of Saxony and 
the Grand Duke of Baden against any further 
public eulogies of his Brandenburgers, The 
partiality which his majesty evinced so 
ostentatiously for the inhabitants of this 
province, and his frequent extrava- 
gant panegyrics on their loyalty 
and bravery, have provoked;a feeling of 
angry resentment throughout all the other 
provinces of Prussia, and also in Saxony, 
Bavaria and other States of the Empire to 
whose assistance the Emperor’s grandfather 
was so much indebted in 1870. The speech 
seasonin Beriin is now beginuing and in 
court and official circles it is earnestly hoped 
that the Emperor will be much more (dis- 
creet in his public utterances than he was 
last winter. 

The Allegemeine Zeitung, inspired Bismarck- 
fan, deprecates the plan to form a new polit- 
ical party with principles of opposition to 
the Emperor. 

At the suggestion of the Empress Frederick, 
the British, Roumanian and Prussian royal 
families will give to the Princess Marie of 
Edinburgh, as a wedding present, a2 morocco 
frame inclosing group pictures ofthe three 
households. Queen Victoria’s picture will be 
the center piece. More than 150. presents 
have already been received at the Cobourg 
Palace. Preparations for a brilliant celebra- 
tion of the marriage are in progress. 

The cold is severe and increasing through- 
out the continent. To-night the thermom- 
eter stands but 11 degs. avove zero, Fahren- 
helt, inthis city. Heavy snow is falling in 
the Hartz Mountains. Suspension of traffic 
is threatened on several railways. Allthe 
lakes in France, Germany and Austria are 
frozen and night fetes are being organized in 
most of the cities. In Vienna the snow 
fall has afforded occupation to thous- 
ands of the unemployed, who will 
be kept busy all night clearing the streets. 
A dispatch from Trieste says that the harbor 
presents an arctic scene. A whole familly 
was drowned near Gifhorn, while crossing 
the Aller on the Ice.

PASSENGERS FUMIGATED. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Jan. 3.—All passen- 
gers ticketed forthe United States now ar- 
riving here by English steamers haveto be 
fumigated at Halifax. Their goods are all 
placed in fumigating machines. The heat in 
one of these machines reached nearly 300 
deg. last Saturday, andthe goods anda fur 
coat belonging to one of the passengers were 
rendered valueless, while a valise, the prop- 
erty of the same passenger, was so shriveled 
that the owner would not take it with him,

EXPLORING LHE ATMOSPHERE. 

Paris, Dec. 17.—M, Gustave Hermite an- 
nounces that he has for some time made use 
of an idea advanced by M.Capazza, the aero- 
naut. He constructed a set of small balloons, 
12 feet in dlameter, which he equipped witha 
tiny boat, in which a registering: barom- 
eter was placed. These balloons dre left 
to navigate the air at will. Ten of 
these launched by him came down a distance 
of sixty miles from where they had been 
started. A card of instructions leftin the 
boat advised those who found them where 
they descended to return the instruments to 
him, By this means he was enabled to as- 
certain that one of his balloons had reached 
a height of 26,200 feet. He is now epgaged 
upon constructing an aerostat which can 
reach an altitude of 60,000 to 90,000 feet. ~" 


A NEW PHONE. , 

LONDON, Dec. 81.—A new and important 
maritime invention Dyan Englishman will 
be useful for coast defense. It is @n instru- 
ment called hydrophone, which Capt. Mac- 
Evoy, its inventor, has subjected to a numi- 
ber of thorough tests and submitted at last to 
the naval authorities, whoin turn have also 
experimented with it for several weeks. ‘The 
instrument is dropped intothe waterat a 
proper distance fromthe shore, with which 
it is connected by means ofan electric cable.

GARDNER WILSON’S BODY FOUND IN A RIVER,
